RUSSIAN REFUGEES
BRUTALLY TREATED
BY GERMANS, IS SAID

As Czar's Troops Advance
in East Prussia Conduct of
Officials Becomes Intoler-
ant, Englishman Alleges.

COPENHAGEN, Sent, 22,

A young Englishman who has Just nr-
rived hera from East Drussin, tells of the
terrible seenes that followed the *Husaian
avalanche” that was so vigorously procipls
tated on the part of the German Emplre.
He was the last Engllshman to pass
through Konlgsberg hefore Its Investment
by the Czar's troops, and he and some
rich Russian  refugees who have also
reached Copenhagen, spealk of the drendful
koenes on the German side of the frontier
—of every town they passed helng choked
with wotunded brought In from the battle-
field, of fenrful suftering among the Rus-
sinn peasantry, and of the hnrsh trent-
ment shown to forelgners by German vil-
lagers, who spat upon and stoned their
enemies In the streeta,

“The railway line,” he said, “was thick
with transport teains filled with wounded,
They were huddled together, and some of

them were hunging out of the windows
gnsping for fresh nir. At most of the big
stations In East Prussin nurses and doc-
tors were walling on the platform to ar-
range the bandages of the wounded Ger-
muns, We pussed through towns of ter-
rifled Inhabitants, and the wounded were
overyvwhere, The less meverely hurt, were
conveyed back as near s possible to the
central part of the cuntry, #0 a8 to make
room for the urgent cases that could not
he removed,

“In some towns

Engllshmen, French-
men and Russions  wore vory harshly
treated, especlally by subordinate offi-
clals, Disgusting remarks were hurled
ut them by the Germans., Sometimes
they were openly assaulted, and thia 11l-
feeling became intensifled as the Tussiaon
army advanced, As a result the Rus-
alan refugees fled in terror and the Enge

lish there were nalso treated with con-
tinual lgnominy and insult.
At Btettin,  however, the feeling

townrd foreighers was exceedingly good,
Thero are, It Is snid, about 300 Russian
refugees there and these are without any
means whatever,

“T should like It stated," this English-
mun  adds, “that the oMcinl In charga
of thege Russian peasants and harvesters
ls one of the most kind-heartod men [
hive ever met. A Russian girl, obvlously
of very good family, was brought to
Stettin and reported that she had been
subjected to very cruel trastment on the
rallway,  She was absolutely penniless,
and thin Germnn officinl taok her into hls
home and gave her food nnd shelter.”
